i\Text) Mayor of Hebron Fahd al-Qawasimah, Mayor of Halhul Muhammad Milham, 
and ‘Sharia Judge of Hebron Shaykh Rajab al-Tamimi left for Holland 
Wednesday evening (18 June), having begun their journey in mid-May. After 
attending the special session of the Security Council which adopted a 
resolution calling on Israel to cancel its order expelling them from their 
homes, which Israel refused to do, they returned to Europe to attend a 
session of the Human Rights Commission in Geneva. Then they visited France 
and the United Kingdom and returned to the United States, where they toured 
the entire country. 


At the end of their visit to Holland, they will go a second time to France, 
then to Vienna to meet with Austrial Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. 


A tew hours before Fahd al-Qawasimah and his two companions boarded the 
plane for Holland, the AL-QABAS correspondent conducted the following inter- 
view with him, in their presence. 


i‘Question}) What is your impression of American reaction to your speeches 
vere? 


Answer I believe that we were successful in our mission here. As yuu 
know, the information media in the United States are much better then before. 
We still need more time and effort to bring them over to our side. The 
Palestinian cause still needs more explaining. What we accomplished over 
the past 20 days was better than what others accomplished throughout these 
long years. We can now say that a large portion of America has come to 
understand Palestinian feelings, causes and goals. 


[Question] How were you able to publish your article in the LOS ANGELES

Question] In Washington, Assistant Secretary of State for Middle Fast 
\ffairs Harold Sanders met with you, as did Robert Turner, Brezezinski's 
issistant for Middle East Affairs. What did you discuss? 


Answer} Our meeting with Sanders lasted 2 hours, during which time we told 
nim how we had been expelled from our homes. We also told him how astonished 
we were at the official American stand, since the United States abstained from 
voting at the Security Council, and we were thus prevented from returning to 
our homes. Sanders replied that the United States prefers to wait and see, 

ind to work silently for our return. We said to him, "Next time we will need 
your vote. We don't want you to work silently." 


After that wewent on to political aspects. He began talking about autonomy, 
and tried to talk about Camp David. We informed him of our unequivocal stand: 


“We reject autonomy. We want self-determination. We want an independent 
Palestinian state.” 


sanders said that the autonomy plan was temporary, and that afterwards there 
would be opportunity for self-determination. We told him, “There is nothing 
wrong if that is the case. But today the Americans, Egyptians and Israelis 
ire declaring that the Palestinians will be entitled to self-determination 
ifter 3 years. It is a long story. I believe that we have made our position 
lear: There will be no solution without the PLO, witho: t self-determination 
and the establishment of an independent Palestinian state. There will be no 
solution without the right to return to our homes.”

The political program announced by the conference defined the policy of 

the movement on the Palestinian level as the unity of the Palestinian 
people, the unity of theirs land and the unity of their political representa- 
tion. The political progran called for intensifying the armed struggle 


inside the occupied territories and across the confrontation lines with 
israel. It also called for strengthening contacts with the people of the 
territories occupied since 1948, preventing the melting away of the 

Palestinian people, and thwarting any attempts to resettle the Palestinians 
utside their homeland. 


On the Arab level, the program is: to reestablish Jordan as a major base, 
and to use the powers of the masses to achieve this goal; to strengthen 
the common struggle with the Egyplian people as represented by their 
nationalist and progressive forces; to use oil as a weapon in the battle; 
to make the situation in Lebanon an example of [proper] relations with the 
masses throughout the Arab world, and to work freely within the ranks of 
Palestinians wherever they ere.

Ihe sources confirmed that President al-Sadat himself insisted on broad- 
cdeting the speech in such a dramatic manner after one of his aides gave 
Nim a fFepert on the ceremony and what had taken place at it, 


Many political leaders known to be opposed to al-Sadat had wanted to attend 
the ceremony. Among them were Fu'ad Siraj al-Din, Dr Hilmi Murad, Mumtaz 
Nasear, ‘lemat Sayf al-Dawlah, Lutfi al-Khawali, Dr FPu'ad Murei, ‘Abd al- 
Fattah Hasan, and Mustafa Mari, 


The ceremony turned into a trial of the constitutional and legal infrac- 
tions that have been, and are being, enacted into law, particularly the 
Law of Shame, which, was clearly universally opposed by various sectors 
of the population, 


The speakers asserted that the government had faked the referendum more 
scandalously than it had ever done before. Some cited reports of foreign 
correspondents, particularly one written by a reporter known to have close 
ties with the CIA, who submitted it to the U.S. embassy in Cairo. 


Currently all of Cairo is saying that the U.S. report contains the following 
information: 


1. Less than one third of registered voters and other eligible voters 
cast ballots in the referendum. 


2. Certain board of elections officials in some villages and city wards-- 
particularly in Cairo, Alexandria, Asyut and al-Mansurah-<had officially 
recorded that certain people di‘ not come to cast their ballot until 

five PM when the polls were to close. 


j. The Coptic church had issued instructions to boycott the election or 
to vote against the amendments. 


The legal opposition parties--the Grouping Party, the Labor Party and the 
Liberal Party--also proclaimed their opposition to the amendments. Despite 
everything that is said about them, these parties together received about 

2 million votes in the recent elections.

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SUCCESS OF WORKERS' COUNCILS DESCRIBED

/ Text / Hereafter, at suitable times, we will visit the country's large and 
email production factories in order that you, dear workers, might learn about 
the style cf management, work, production, councils, and other labor questions 
of other factories and compare them with conditions in your own factory. Per- 
haps, in this way, we can take 4 step toward solving the labor problems of 

the country"s workers. 


Recently, the Economic Service reporter of KEYHAN visited the Araj Factory 
and spoke with several members of the factory's council and ite workers. Here- 
under, you will read the results of that visit. 


The Araj Factory is located five kilometers from the Karaj Road, and it pro- 
duces washing machines, water fountains, refrigerators, heaters, air-condi- 
tioners, gas stoves, etcetera. Of course, we should call it a semi-production 
factory. The Araj Factory has competitors, such as General Steel, Philco, 

and Azgmayesh factories. Most of the materials needed by this factory pre- 
viously had been provided from abroad (Japan, America, and Italy); but, with 
the economic boycott, it was faced with a shortage of raw materials and 

Other difficulties arising from that. This factory has approximately 2400 
workers and employees who have elected from among their own number 11 people 
as members of a council. ‘Ali Habibzadeh, ®5S*andari, Sadeqi, and a few other 
members of the council who were present in the council chamber responded to 
the questions of the KEYHAN reporter. They said that, following the victory of 
the Revolution, the Araj Company held elections twice. The first time, which 
was in the early days of the Revolution's victory, a 32-man provisional 
council was formed; but, after a few months, because of the dissatisfaction 
it caused among the workers, it was dissolved. The second time, free elections 
were held with representatives of the Ministry of Industries and Mines and 
the Depot Garrison in attendence as observers, and the members of the lli-man 
council were elected. The council representatives said that this council is 
composed of several committees, including a wage committee, a production 
committee, a supply committee, a health committee, and so forth. Of course,

Negarding the status of the workers’ welfare, the council members said that 
the workers pay three percent of the ineurance and management pays 27 per- 
cent, and virtually all of the workers have health insurance. There {8 also

the council representatives said regarding general decisions for the factory, 
"The Board of Directors and the council jointly make general decisions. The 
Chairman of the Board of Directors has been appointed by the Ministry of 
industries and Mines, as has the Managing Director, who is responsible for 
executive decisions.” The individuals on the council said in regard to their 
ontact with the workers, “We inform the rest of the workers about decisions 
that have been made regarding minor matters by publishing a communique, and 
we discuss with the rest of the workers decisions made regarding important 
matters by convening a General Assembly in which all of the workers parti- 
cipate. Moreover, since we ourselves are workers, we are somewhat involved in 
the jobs and we study some of the problems and jobs from within. The workers, 
too, by appealing to the council, raise some of the problems in order that the 
ouncil might follow them up. The council even investigates personal problems 
and fights among the workers and invites them to reconcile and compromise 
with one another." Regarding the scope of the committees’ duties, the council 
members said that each committee, in addition to carrying out its own duties, 
can, if necessary, investigate the business of the other committees. 


Most of the workers’ complaints pertain to not receiving salary increases 
and profit sharing, because, in 1359, the Ministry of Labor stressed that, 
until the Revolutionary Council (now the Majlis) makes an announcement, 4 
collective agreement should not be concluded on any pretext. The council 
members have asked the officials to specify as soon as possible whether their 
company has been nationalized or is a private company so that they might 
know for whom they are working -- Siyavosh Arjomand or the Government. For 
example, when news |° printed in the newspapers regarding the profit of the 
state workers and there is no mention of the private companies. they do not 
know whether or not this news or law applies to them. The Ministry of Labor 
has not even issued a law and regulation regarding the council and its 
jurisdiction, nor has it officially recognized the council.

‘fext]| Due to the explosion of a dynamite depot belonging to a road con- 
struction company situated near a village in Gachsaran District, 80 people 
have been killed. Mohammad Taqi Lavasani, Kohkiluyeh va Boyer Ahmad Gover- 
nor General, in a telephone conversation with our news department, reported 
the explosion happened at 1725 yesterday in the village of (Dehgodur) in 
(Bash) District. 


According to reports, the explosion was so powerful that it resulted in 
nearly 80 deaths. The Governor General of Kohkiluyeh va Boyer Ahmad, 
Gachsaran Revolution Guards and reconstruction crusade declared province- 
wide mourning today. 


Qur reporter interviewed the district governor of Gachsaran, who had visited 
the site of the explosion. He said that 61 bodies were found by noon today 
and 45 of the injured had been sent to hospitals in Shiraz, Gachsaran, and 
Behbehan. To investigate the cause of the explosion and inspect the site 
and also to tend to those injured in the explosion, a committee was formed 
today including members of the gendarmerie, revolution guards, the imam's 
representative in the area, the governorate's office, the National [Iranian 
Oil Company, the Gachsaran District Governor and a reconstruction crusade 
representative. 


According to the Gachsaran District Governor, the explosion took place 
between 1730 to 1800 yesterday. He added: The explosion was caused by 
explosives belonging to a construction company stored in the house of one 

of the villagers. The explosion was the result of welding being carried 

out near the explosive depot. When the people of the village went to help 
those injured, another explosion added to the toll of dead and injured. 
Following the explosion units were sent to the scene of the accident from 
Shiraz, Esfahan and Gachsaran to help the injured. The Red Crescent Society, 
together with Post No. 3 of the Fars operational group and the Shiraz emer- 
gency department, have taken 50 tents, 400 blankets, 50 tons of food such as 
rice, dates and flour to the area as of noon today.

Jordan's relations with Syria. This followed what he described as the 
entry of Syrian intelligence agents into Jordan to arrest some members 
of the Syrian Muslim Brotherhood who are accused of acts of sabotage 
in some Syrian regions. 


However, a Jordanian information official attributed to King Husayn 

a statement that these flaws are nothing but allegations and that "it 
is not true that Jordan allows the Syrian Muslim Brotherhood to use 
camps on Jordanian soil for guerrilla warfare training." 


fhe same source said that this issue was raised during a meeting between 
King Husayn and President Al-Asad in Belgrade, where they were attending 
President Tito's funeral. The official said that the King told 
President Al-Asad: "Although I believe that the accusation is not true, 
| pledge to personally investigate the matter." 


According to another report, the King asked Al-Asad: "Do you believe 
that such camps could exist in Jordan without my knowledge?” 


the Jordanian information official says that the issue was raised with 
Sa'id al-Tal, the Jordanian information minister during his recent visit 
to Damascus. A Kuwaiti newspaper published statements by the Syrian 
foreign minister, Abd al-Halim Khaddam, on the day of Al-Tal's arrival, 
in which he openly leveled accusations against Jordan, and described 
relations between the two countries as cool. Nevertheless, he said, 

the Syrians do not want to create a crisis. 


The Jordanian information official said that Al-Tal inquired about 
Khaddam's statements, but that the Svrian information minister, Ahmad 
Iskandar Ahmad, denied them.

The Amman sources explain that the Jordanian regime became obligated to 
the Muslim Brotherhood in 1957, when the latter took arms in support of 
the regime against the abortive attempt to overthrow it. The brotherhood 
thus laid the foundations of [good] relations which were not disturbed 
until the disagreements which preceded the month of September 1970 
between the regime and the Palestinian resistance, 


The same Amman sources add that the Jordanian regime was able to integrate 
the Muslim Brotherhood leaders in Jordan within the framework of the 
tightly knit controls of the regime following the events of September. 

[t was also able to assimilate a number of Ba'th Party members, "Arab 
Nationalists" and communists. There was a difference, however, between 
these assimilations in that the allegiance of the brotherhood was practiced 
through their own organization. In addition, while the other assimilated 
leaders took positions in the government, the leaders of the Muslim 
Brotherhood were rendering services to the intelligence and national 
security system. 


During the severe disagreements between the Brotherhood and the Egyptian 
regime of the Late Jamal Abd al-Nasir, Jordan became the refugee and 
shelter of the tiuslim Brotherhood leadership, which is still living in 
Jordan. The Brotherhood leaders were given special and significant 
privileges, which the Jordanians themselves envied. They included the 
Sharif brothers, who were sentenced to death in Egypt, and were granted 
by the Jordanian authorities 80 percent of the shares of the Jordanian 
newspaper AL-RA'Y. 


me of the Brotherhood leaders [in Jordan) is Ibrahim Zayd al-Kilani, who 
is Muhamad Rasul's brother. He always delivers the official Friday sermon, 
which is directly broadcast from one of the mosques. Al-Kilani is always 
areful to include in his sermon an attack against national and progressive 
forces, Afghanistan, Communism, Tawfiq Zivad and Tawfiaq Tubi. Al-Kilani 
recently issued a Muslim legal opinion that communists could be killed 
with impunity, that their wives can be considered divorced, and that they 
should not be buried in Muslim cemeteries. 


In the meantime, Communist sources accuse the [Jordanian] authorities of 
encouraging and supporting increased presence of the Muslim Brotherhood 
in the educational system, whereas national and progressive forces 

ire excluded from it. The spiritual guide of the Muslim Brotherhood in 
lordan is attorney Muhammad Abd al'Rahman Khalifah. At the beginning of 
the crisis between Damascus and the Brotherhood, news agencies published 
statements he made in support of his brethren [in Syria]. 








Accordi to some Jordanian reports, the Syrians answered the denial of 


the pr ce of Syrian Muslim Brotherhood members in Jordan by submitting 

their names and addresses, and by arresting a number of them in Amman

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JORDAN'S TAX STRUCTURE COMPARED TO THAT IN OTHER COUNTRIES 
Amman AL=RA'Y in Arabic 24 Jun 80 p 5 
[Article by Fahd al-Fanik: "The Tax Situation in Jordan") 


[Text] Economists and officials agree that the tax situation in Jordan is 
unsatisfactory in two respects: the first being inefficient tax collection 
and the second being the unfairness of the tax. This quick commentary is 
intended to state that this tax situation is not as bad as we might think. 


lhe LMF=IBRD journal FINANCE AND DEVELOPMENT, in its first issue of March, 
which was issued in Arabic for the first time, published a comparative study 
from which we have taken the overall average of a sampling consisting of 26 
developing countries. 


The internationa) study says that the average ratio of tax revenue to total 
local production amounts to 15.4 percent, whereas this ratio is 23 percent in 
Jordan. That is, the Jordanians pay about 50 percent more taxes than the 
average in developing countries. 


The study says that income and profit taxes, which are usually a yardstick 
for the fairness of taxes, amount on the average to 3.75 percent of local 
income in all the developing countries covered by the study, while they 
amount to 5 percent in Jordan, which once again indicates that direct taxa- 
tion in Jordan, at its lowest, is about one-third higher than its counterpart 
in all the other developing countries. 


os for the relative composition of tax revenues in the developing countries, 
we find that about 64 percent of them come from indirect taxes like customs 
and sales taxes, whereas these taxes make up only 54 percent of the taxes in 
Jordan. 


We are not saying that the tax structure in Jordan is sound and cannot be 
improved, but we are claiming that it is better than the tax structure in 
most developing countries. But when we compare it to the advanced countries, 
we tind that it lags behind. The people in the advanced countries pay 33.6 
percent of their local income in taxes, as compared to 23 percent in Jordan. 


income tax in advanced countries constitutes 13.1 percent of local taxes, 
as opposed to only 5 percent in Jordan. Taxes and fees on commodities con- 
stitute only 10.3 percent oj local taxes there, as opposed to 15 percent in 
Jordan. 
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AGRICULTURAL PROBLEMS, PLANNING FOR VARIOUS DISTRICTS DISCUSSED

[Text] On 19 June, Dr Qasim al-Rimawi, minister of agriculture, chaired 
a meeting of the ministry's planning committee which was attended by the 
agricultural directors of the various governorates and districts. 


The aims of the five-year plan of the ministry of agriculture were dis- 
cussed during the meeting. 


The agricultural directors of the governorates reviewed the projects which 
are expected to be accomplished during the five-year plan.

With regard to the governorate of Irbid, the committee discussed the condi- 
tions of unirrigated land, which was neglected in the past, and dealt with 
the problem of small farm owners, the introduction of cooperatives, the 
keeping of bee hives, and the use of airplanes for spraying crops. 


With regard to the district of Jarash, the committee discussed the equip- 
ping of laboratories, the training of lab technicians and the project of 
fattening beef and sheep. 


Regarding the district of Ma'daba, the project of classifying soil was 
discussed. 


Regarding the district of ‘Ajlun, the committee discussed the use of Arab 
and foreign labor in the agricultural sector, in addition to the promotion 
»f agricultural cooperatives. 


Regarding the district of Tufayla, discussions dealt with the decrease in 
the productivity of agricultural land due to concentration on specific 
crops. it was decided to apply crop rotation there.

LRAQI=JORDANIAN AGRICULTURAL COOPERATION--Dr Salim al-Lawzi, deputy minis- 
ter of agriculture, returned from a 6-day visit to Iraq, during which he 
met with the Iraqi minister and deputy minister of agriculture and a num- 
ber of directors of specialized agencies. He discussed methods for devel- 
oping agricultural cooperation between the two countries, especially in 
tne areas of marketing Jordanian agricultural products and exchanging 
technical know-how. Dr al-Lawzi also represented Jordan in the meetings 
of the scientific committee for agricultural and food research which were 
held at the headquarters of the Federation of Arab Scientific Research 
Councils in Baghdad, from 17 to 22 June. Dr al-Lawzi said that the com- 
mittee discussed the standardization of Arabic terminology in agricultural 
sciences; the conditions of Arab workers in the agricultural sector and 
the development of ways to raise their productivity; a project to study 
the economic benefits of grain production with a view to achieve integra- 
tion of Arab food production; a project to conduct a complete survey of 
water resources in Arab lands and prepare guidelines on how to use them; 

a project to study methods to prevent Arab agricultural lands from turn- 
ing into deserts; a project to study the development of new kinds of 
vegetable seeds suitable for the Arab world; a project for the develop- 
ment of the best methods to raise poultry for meat or egg production; and 
a project to develop and improve grazing lands.

Hasty judgment is one of the things our True 
Religion strongly warns against. The Prophet himself set a good example 
in the matter of avoiding hasty judgment. There are so many missionaries 
of Islam who work quietly, away from the lights and from formalities.

STRUGGLE BETWEEN PREMIER, PRESIDENT SHAKES RECONCILIATION

‘Text/ A proverb which has been handed down says "A difference in opinio. 
will net spoil an tsesue of affection.” However, this statement no Longer 
applles to relations between the Lebanese president, Llyas Sarkis, and his 
partner in government and prime minister, Dr Salim al-Huss; the issue be- 
tween the two men is no longer one of a difference in opinion so much as a 
matter of a difference over everything, even platform, style, notions and 
temperaments, 


Before President Sarkis began his latest reconciliation consultations, the 
dispute between him and Dr al-Huss was at its most intense. It was a dis 
pute which reached an extent and depth where President Sarkis found that 
he was no longer able to coexist in power with his old friend and comrade 
Dr al-Huse and that it was necessary to bring in another partner besides 
Dr al- Muss as head of the new cabinet, so that the regime's course would 
at least be consistent. 


Up to that time, President Sarkis’ scope for moving toward a resignation by 
al Muss’ cabinet and the advent of a new one was extremely narrow; how 
could he move in this direction when the difference between him and the 
prime minister over the decree on the organization of the army had blown 

up and come into the open in such a manner that al-Huss' departure from the 
sovernment in che Ligot of this dispute would be an act of great heroism 

in the view of a laree group of Lebanese? That would make it difficult to 
oring in @ new premier who would not come into power on the basis of the 
reasons why Dr al-Huss left, namely the issue of the army and its organiza- 
tion and role, 


Everything was paralyzed and President Sarkis remained silent, secretly in 
vestigating with some ot his closest confidantes a way out of this fix 
whereby he could kill two birds with one stone--that is, throw out al-Huss

Toree days before his reconciliation consultations, he expressed these con- 
cerns to a friend of bis, who is a member of the Chamber of Deputies, say 
ing “Nothing is working right!" 


lhe deputy and friend asked, "So why are these new consultations taking 
place, a8 long as you are in this state and matters remain unpropitious?" 


President Sarkis said, “We cannot sit with our hands tied waiting for re- 
lief--in faet, we want to try to budge the sf{tuation by raising the notion 
of forming a cabinet of national reconciliation; perhaps we will reach

Rashid Karami, which held periodic meetings; however, this committee and 
these meetings did not Lead to a national reconciliation. Prior to that, 
that is, before the Lebanese war broke out, the leaders of all parties met 
and talked with one another. In spite of that they did not agree and the 
reconciliation did not occur--indeed, war broke out. 


Therefore, Premier al-Huss said at the time: "We must not hope for a 
national reconciliation just by forming a cabinet of activities. Physical 
meetings between parties will not bring about national reconciliation. 

What is needed, rather, are meetings of intent and thought, and so far this 
remains out of the question. Therefore there is no alternative to follow- 
ing up on discussion of a security plan which a political cabinet will 
come in to implement, rather than the other way around." 


Dr al-tuss' naturally was rejected at the time for numerous reasons, in- 
cluding President Sarkis’ belief that if a political activity cabinet did 
not come in at the beginning, there was no hope that any security plan 
would be carried out and consequently what was needed was political move. 
ment vefore consideration of the security issue. 


in addition to this, President Sarkis froze discussion on the decree or- 
ganizing the army command because of the basic dispute which flared up be- 
tween him and Dr al-Huss on this subject. Because of President Sarkis'

[ct would not be a bad idea to recall what was contained in this message: 
that day, Sarkis declared that Lebanon was an Arab country and an active 
member of the Arab family. We called for the implementation of agreements 
concluded between Lebanon and the Palestine Liberation Organization and 
reterred to Lebanon's concern for special relations with Syria. He 
stressed commitment to the unity of Lebanon, in terms of its people and 
territory, and stressed his rejection of the establishment of statelets 

at toe expense of the nation. In his message Sarkis called all bodies 
whieh were growing at the expense of the nation to withdraw from the scene 
so that the nation alone, with its Legitimate forces, could take their 
place in an atmosphere of no armed bands, be they Lebanese or non-Lebanese. 
The Lebanese president declared continued support for the Palestinian 
cause and support tor the Palestinian people in reaching their national 
zoals and establishing a country on cheir territory. He stressed rejec- 
tion of all forms of cooperation with the Israeli enemy. He repeated 

that there can be no state without a strong army. 


[his was Che most important material in President Sarkis' message of 3 
months aso. Although the principles he declared met with a response from 
nost political forces in Lebanon, the process of carrying out the sub- 
stance of bis message remained frozen as a result of disputes over certain 
poincs of detail which would have to be clarified before implementation of

Altoouss the various politieal eircles recognized the difficulties facing 
Peesident Sarkis in moving Che national reconciliation principles from

ined Co contiaue his efforts cill the end of che road. President Sarkis, 
and Che Cop men in the regime, are unremittingly striving to separate the 
Lebanese crisis from the Middle East crisis, it will be best to create a 
format whereby Lebanon can coexist with this crisis, That, in essence, 
depends on the Palestinian cause, 


Toeretore, these circles consider that it is necessary to work to create 

a sort of Lebanese-Palestinian coexistence while waiting for the attain- 
ment of @ resolution which will satisfy the Palestinian cause and che re- 
conciliation coward which the regime is gradually proceeding, whose 
principles the government would not have announced had the Syrian authori- 
cles themselves not encouraged it to do so. The consultations President 
Sarkis has carried out to translate these principles into reality and imple- 
ment them would not have occurred had Damascus not recommended that they 
be implemented as a further step along the road to reconciliation. 





An informed source told AL-DUSTUR that the regime will not make progress 
in torming a national unity government until Damascus has guaranteed the 
resolution of former president Sulayman Franjiyah's complex by compelling 
him to agree to participate in the government, or declare his support of 
it if he doesn't. Unless this complex is resolved, the government will 
not make progress in forming a government of politicians whose composition 
might be a gamble with unsecured flanks. 


The people in the government agree in considering that the current stage 
is one of the most delicate and dangerous in the Lebanese crisis, because 
of the security and political blowups Lebanon and the region are witness- 
ine, which will have direct repercussions on the Lebanese situation. 


President Sarkis, as those close to him say, believes that the attainment 
of a political solution to the crisis might put a limit to the deteriorat- 
ing political chaos and be a sound prelude for the security solution which 
which is still robbing rulers and citizens alike of their sleep following 
bloody skirmishes which could be repeated any day and could threaten a 
renewed comprehensive blowup. 


AL-DUSTUR has learned that President Sarkis notified the top men in the 
parliamentary blocs that the forces active on the Lebanese stage are de- 
manding serious action to facilitate his task and prepare the road for the 
consummation of a political solution. It has also learned that Sarkis in- 
formed the top figures in the “Lebanese Front" that they must withdraw the

While Preside: ckis spoke bluntly to the Lebanese leaders about the 
gravity of cor ne and encouraged them to unite in rank and speech to 
save Lebanon, vairman of the Council of Deputies, Mr Kamal al-As'ad, 
spoke bluntly Co Che president about the grave consequences of the contin- 


ued differerce in viewpoints among the people in power, especially as re- 
zgards such Dasic matters as the army, reconciliation and che formation of 
a national unity cabinet. In the stories he tells among his friends and 
intimates, al-As'ad stresses that the views of the two chiefs Sarkis and 
al-"uss are not united on a large number of basic issues. While the pres- 
ident is enthusiastic about the formation of a national unity cabinet and 
presents the subject for discussion and consultation, the prime minister

PROBLEM OF SAUDL, LRAQL OLL CUTOFFS DISCUSSED 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic 6 Jun 80 p 54

Be Deprived of Saudi Oi1?"/ 


/Text/ Israeli warboats never patrolled as extensively along the Lebanese 
coast--especially in the waters lying between Beirut and the al-Naqurah 
area in the south--as they did last May, as part of aggressive plots which 
involved the Land, sea and air. This caused Syrian and joint Lebanese- 
Palestinian forces to go on permanent alert to confront the anticipated 
Israeli attacks, especially since some of those had started with invasion 
and bombardment operations in a number of Lebanese areas. 


Since it is impossible, under cover of night. to ascertain the identity of 
vessels passing over the sea--to determine whether they are Israeli, the 
property of Lebanese or Palestinian fishermen, or the property of the Tap- 
line Company, more than one of which is operating to oversee the loading 
or unloading of oil or oil products in the al-Zahrani terminal located in 
the south--coastal artillery shells sometimes do not distinguish between 
these vessels. 


Most if not all fishermen take precautions against the problem by restrict- 
ing thelr marine activity to daytime, and do not go about in the sea at 
night. This has caused a doubling of fish prices in the market, because 
of the scant supply and big demand. 


The Tapline Company has no choice between day and night in timing oil and 
oil product unloading and loading on behalf of the Lebanese government, 

in order to meet local fuel consumption, Therefore its vessels have con- 
tinuec to operate and from time to time to be exposed to shells. More 

than once the manager of the company's office in Beirut contacted the 

prime minister, Salim al-Huss, to request intervention with those firing 
the arcillery, lest their shells hit the company's boats, which would 
naturally lead to a disruption of work in the marine terminal at al-Zahrani. 





owever, what happened did not enter anyone's calculations. It was even 

4 surprise Co the meteorological agencies observing wind movements. Last 
\2 May a powerful storm, going as high as 42 miles an hour raged, and re- 
sulted in damage to the tanker Karim B which was loading half a million 
parcels of Saudi oil for shipment from the al-Zahrani tank farm to the 
[ripoli cetinery in the north, Its lines were cut and the storm also in- 
curred severe losses to the underwater oil lines connected to it, which 
resulted in the shutdown of the terminal and the flight of the vessel from 
the coast to alleviate the damage as much as possible. 


(he Tapline Company intormed the Aramco Company in Saudi Arabia of the de- 
tails of the events, which occurred as an act of God, quite apart from the 
repeated shells and aggressions of the Israeli enemy which had turned the 
area of the south into one of “war,” or at least one of threatened secur- 
ity in terms of international usage. That was the second event of its 
type to which the Tapline Company had been exposed in about 50 years of 
activity in Lebanon. The first one had occurred in 1974, 


Since that date, Tapline's installations had been working to provide the 
Lebanese government services of supplying crude oil and importing oil pro- 
ducts. More than once, the American company tried to close down the line 
which supplies Saudi oil to Jordan and Lebanon and liquidate its interests 
in order to avoid annual losses of at least $35 million, but the Saudi 
government opposed that. 


Although Tapline, by virtue of agreements concluded with the Lebanese gov- 
ernment, is obligated to supply the crude oil requirements of the Medreco 
Refinery in al-Zahrani, which refines 17,000 barrels a day, it is not ob- 
ligated to supply the Tripoli Refinery in the north with 33,000 barrels a 
day of Saudi oil. The latter, through its output, covers 70 percent of 
Lebanese consumption. The agreement both parties concluded on is a tempor- 
ary one and concerns each transaction separately. 


fefore the end of last year, the Aramco Company, which is in charge of pro- 
ducing and marketing Saudi oil, informed the Lebanese government that it 
would be compelled to stop supplying the Tripoli Refinery with oil at the 
bevinning of 1980 and that it, that is, the government, would have to seek 
other sources to meet its needs. 


Lebanon tried to reach agreement with Iraq over the resumption of pumping 
to Tripoli, and the prime minister, Dr Salim al-Huss, discussed the issue 
with the president of Iraq, Saddam Husayn. Detailed discussions then oc- 
curred between Lebanese and L[raqi officials. However, they did not pro- 
duce results, for numerous reasons, some to do with politics and security, 
some related to the Lebanese war, and others related to the Middle East 
crisis as a whole, from which it has not yet been possible to separate the 
Lebanese crisis. 
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Neanwh ce, contacts between the Lebanese and Saudi governments on the re- 


sumption of oll supplies to the Tripoli Refinery did not break off. The 
Lebanese ,overnment requested that negotiations be entered into to sign 
an agreement which would guarantee permanent supplies of oil instead of 


temporary transactlons, The minister of industry and oil, Eng Anwar al- 
Sabah, intormed his counterpart, Saudi oil minister Shaykh Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani, of his desire to travel to Saudi Arabia to this end, However, the 
latcer did not set a date for the visit. The negotiations started and it 
becane clear that that was attributable to the fact that Saudi Arabia did 
not intend to conclude a permanent contract to supply the Tripoli Refin- 
evy with oil, considering that that refinery should seek the aid of other 
sources. The Riyadh government then agreed, last February, to a 3-million- 
barrel transaction, stipulating that the Lebanese government take delivery 
of it before 1 April. However, the refinery received just 1,333,000 bar- 
rels, and paid a price of about $33.5 million for it at the end of April. 
On the basis of the Lebanese government's request, the period was extended 
to 15 May; at the beginning of that month the refinery received half a 
million barrels. When the loading of another half million barrels began, 
the al-Zahrani terminal was shut down as a result of the gale which had 
struck it, and that led to the flight of the ship Karim B. 

Thus more than 1 million barrels out of the 3-million-barrel transaction 
remain. The Lebanese government has asked that the Tripoli Refinery be 
allowed to receive it following repair of the disruptions which occurred 
in the port or store it in the Tapline Company tank farm in al-Zahrani, on 
condition that it be gradually withdrawn subsequently. 


Tapline sources in Beirut rule out the possibility that the four American 
companies which own it will agree to the request for storage, lest that be 
a precedent enabling Lebanon to use these tanks, which are more than 10 in 
number, to store crude oil, especially in the current security conditions 
when the company has reduced its storage of oil in the al-Zahrani area sit- 
uated in southern Lebanon, which has been exposed to Israeli aggressions 
daily. 


Thus the Lebanese war, including the war in the south, through its connec- 
tion to the Middle East crisis, has deprived Lebanon of Iraqi oil and has 
deprived it of Saudi oil, especially since the Tapline Company has made a 
decision to close down the al-Zahrani terminal. 


Oil sources do not rule out that the American companies may once again 
bring up the Tapline pipeline route as well, in order to shut it down and 
liquidate the company's activities in Lebanon so that they may be relieved 
of the losses they are currently incurring by operating it in a partial 
manner; these come to $35 million year. 


Supporting this possibility is the fact that this line enters into the 
channels of the Middle East crisis and is affected by it much more than 
the Lraqi oil pipeline extending from Kirkuk through Syria to the Lebanese 
coast, which stopped operating a number of years ago. After /leaving/ 





Saudi Araota, Lt passes through Jordan then Syria, then the portion occu: 
pied by israeli in the Golan, then goes to Lebanese territories which are 
dominated by numerous Lllegitimacte authorities, including Sa'd Haddad's 
militia, 


In the event Tapline is shuc down, two problems appear which the American 
companies might be anxious to agree with the Saudi government on resolving: 


The first one lles in continuing to supply crude oil to the al-Zarqa' refin- 
ery in Jordan at a rate of 50,000 barrels a day. It is not possible to 
Ship oil to that refinery by sea because it is located in the desert along 
the Tapline route. Following a study of the subject from the technical 
anyle, .t appeared that it was possible to operate the line to make this 


minor amount available at a small cost, which the Jordanian company could 
detray 


[he second problem Lies in supplying Saudi crude oil to the Medreco Refin- 
ery in southern Lebanon at a rate of 17,000 barrels per day. That could 
occur through shipment via the sea from Ra's Tannurah to al-Zahrani. 


in any event, one cannot anticipate matters on this subject, because their 
future depends on the nature of the evolution of the relations between the 
Saudi ,overnment and the Aramco Company. One should bear in mind that the 
Petromin organization, which is a Saudi government organization, has started 
to carry out a broad proyram of marketing Saudi oil on foreign markets, 
while che four American companies which own Aramco have started putting 
their oands on their heads as a consequence of the possibility that their 
ol.l shares will decline. This led one American paper (the INTERNATLONAL 
(SRALD TRIBUNE) to wonder if Aramco will lose its oil in Saudi Arabia. 


[In anticipation of these developments and their outcome, the ramifications 
of the gloomy situation continue to dominate in Lebanon. However, the 
prime minister, Salim al-Huss, does not share the pessimists’ views. He 
told AL-HAWADITH, "We will continue to reply on our Arab brothers, especi- 
ally the Saudis, because we do not question their sympathy toward us." 


The hope is that this optimism will be realized!
